"I'll 
be damned if we will do it'." said the 
sugar Icing. Siuco then the trust has 
had closed for a part of the time nearly 
all of its refineries. 


Ou Aug. 20 tlie JS'ew York Press said: 


1'.Several thousand hands in tho sugar 
refineries in "Wilhamsburg have been 
laid off since Tuesday. Excitement pre- 
vail? among them, and they say starva- 
tion blares them in tho face. It ia said 
that before the coming week has passed 
nil the refineries will be shut down. Tho 
wages earned by the men, who are most- 
ly Poles, vary from $1.2,") to £1.."J[> a day. 
On this small income many keep large 
families. 
Each week's earnings are en- 


tirely consumed, and as a result the >ut- 
fering among them will be very great, 
as no definite time is given for the re- 
fineries to start up again." 


This is the way in which tho benefi- 


cent trust has been able to steady the 
price of refined F-ugar so that in more 
than two months it has declined less 
than one-fifth of a cent, while raw, 
thanks to the "standoff" qualities of tlio 
trust's buyer, has declined f ally 1 cent. 
It Hosts leys that nine-sixteenths of a cent 
per pound to refine sugar. "We consume 
an average of 70 pounds per capita. 
Hence at present prices the trust is 
making at the rate of about $50,000,000 
proiit per year on its capital, watered

A most beautiful arrangem'ent for the 
refineries! But they cannot maintain so 
wide a difference between raw and re- 
fined sugars forever, for foreign refined 
can bfl profitably imported at 5,09 cents 
lifter paying the duty of one-half cent. 
]f itwprenoi fur this duty, granulated 
sugar could not soil for inoru than 4.30 
cents. 


This duty was given to tho trust by

of a prospective financial aid to be given

Wo wish to call the attention of Chair- 


man Wilson of the ways and means 
committee tu tho great fortune which 
the triibt makes each yoar out of this 
half cent duty and remind him that it is 
yaid by the 65,000,000 unwilling subjects 
of i/ho trust in this country. We would 
remind him that they prefer fluctuating 
ur.d low prices to steady and high prices; 
also that the tariff in this case has be- 
come what the New York Tribune calls 
fat "instrument of extortion" not only 
irom consumers, but also from produc- 
ers of raw sugars and i'rum laboi'ers in 
refineries. It is tho duty which gives 
life to the trust and enables it to choke 
off competition by buying up new refin- 
eries at exorbitant prices. 


Because the trust ia the only buyer uf 


raw sugars on this side ol the Athmlic, 
it dictates prices so that, white refined 
U always higher, raw sugar ia invariably 
lower here than in Europe. And when 
the trust has to purchase in Europe— as 
it does every year—it always pays more 
than the American price for th*s same 
grade of raw sugar. "We have seen how 
the trust, boing tho only employer, c;m 
tyrannize over laborers, It is'omniijo- 
tent. Worldngmen who are not fortu- 
nate enough to know another occupation 
mufat either starve or submit to its terms 
and bo roasted alivp, 


"We wish also to remind Attorney Gen- 


eral Ohiey that the 1 rust in a most fla- 
grant violator of the federal antitrust 
law, which makes illegal "every con- 
tract, combination, in the form of trust 
or otherwise, or conspiracy in restraint 
oi' trade or commerce among the several 
states or with foreign nations."

The essential value of touching, from 


the district school up to tho university, 
lies, I believe, in the contact of mitul 
and character between tho teacher aud 
taught, and if this be so, then ihe little 
red Bchoolhou&e, with its single readier 
and few pupils, is a bolter institution 
than the big schoolhouse, with HO or 
more scholars to the teacher und occa- 
sional visits from other skilled instruct- 
ors.
